Washington, Aug. S.— The reticence that 


prevails amonK treasury officials when 
they arc approached on the subject of 
the condition of the gold reserve, and 
their absolute refusal to offer nn> opin- 
ion as to what this outflow of cold of the 
past two weeks signifies, leads to tho 
conclusions In some quarters that tho 
treasury Is uneasy ahout the situation. 
It Is quite provable that by Saturday the 
syndicate will be compelled to prove 
whether It considers Its contracts ful- 


• filled or "whether' It feels constrained to 
Assist the goveinment In maintaining the 
icserve. The rapid diminution of the re- 
ad ve, the speedy descend from more thin 
one hundred and seven millions to a very 
little margin over the amount the re- 
serve Is required 19 be has shown how 
easy a raid, even under the guise of the 
ordinary course of business can be con- 
ducted.

Judge Jackson had been In falling 


health for the "past few years, but It hs» 
only been In the past eight months that 
the prohiess of the disease began to 
cause his family nnd mends uneasiness. 
Last year ho went onan extended tour 
Last year he went on a lengthy trip to 
the far West In search of health. Later 
he went to Thom">«vllle, Ga., where It 
was noped the mild and bracing climate 
would restore his old-time vigorous con- 
stitution. The trip did him little good, 
nnl after a time he was brought home. 
At his old home Judge Jackson seemed 
to Improve steadily until he went to 
Washington to sit In the second hearing 
of the Income *«•«• cages. He stood that 
trying trip only fairly well and after his 
return home appeared to lose strength 
rapidly. 
Tho fact Is. ho was afflicted 


with a complication of diseases against 
which It was virtually Impossible to 
struggle. 
Nevertheless Judge Jackson 


did not take to his bod until last Wednes- 
day a week. Since that time his family 
and friends realized that the end wan 
near, and his death to-day was not un- 
expected. 
\vlth the exception of Miss Ellzaoeth 


Jackson and "William H. Jackson. Jr.. 
who Is In Europe, his children were at 
the bedside when the distinguished suf- 
ferer passed away.

A TtRRIFIC CRASH.

wo'» ot collisions that ever occurred on the 
White Mountain division of the Boston 
and Maine i&llroad took place one mile 
south of here at .V.40 o'clock this monilng. 
Three men met with Instant death, sov- 
crat recetred Injuries and 10 or 12 passen- 
gers received a fearful shaking up. Train 
No. 04. the Cannon Ball express, due In 
Boston at 9:40, left Vbtnouth on time at 
":SS.'tn charge of Conductor Eugene Ben- 
nett of Concord^'" 
It Is the only vestlbuled train running 


over the _road, and consisted of an engine 
baggage "car and two passenger coaches. 
About one mile south of here, when 
rounding a curve at the Kenlston Inter- 
val, the train ran Into an extra freight 
north-bound. The two trains met with 
H fearful crash, plainly heard here. The 
engines 
were completely 
demolished, 
both being throw n over a 20-foot embank- 
ment and reduced to kindling wood. Tho 
bodies of the dead were frightfully man- 
gled and so scalded as to be hardly recog- 
nizable.

A New K-Story Structure In -?«'ew York 


K>U> Killing 13 Hen. 


New York. Aug. a— The northwest cor- 


ner of west Broadway and Third street 
W-IR the scene of a fatal building collapse 
to-day, but the extent of the disaster will 
not be positively determined until to- 
morrow. when the ruins will have been 
completely overhauled and the loss of 
life learned. -Tt wns the middle section 
of an eight-story, unfinished structure 
•hat collapsed, and down with the falling 
floors and roof were carried a number of 
workmen, some of whom were crushed to 
death In the ruins, 
There was a loud rumble and a cloud 


of dunt ft* the building caved in. and then 
from the rulbs of mortar, m»«oniy and 
girders came cries *nd coap* of Injured 
workmen. 
Tnere w«« a crowd of res- 
cuers on hand In less than three minutes, 
and two minutes later one of the burled 
workmen w«« can led out dead. He /rov- 
ed to be a laborer named John Burke. 
Close beside him In the ruins was found 
Charles Smith, an electrician. He was 
badly mangled, and died In an ambulance 
nn the way to Bi. Vincent's bonylt*!. 
Others were t«Ven out badly maimed and 
remove'd to the hospital. At G o'clock this" 
evening the body of Charles E. Peterson, 
an electrician, was taken from the ruins. 


In the first excitement attending the 


terrible accident It was reported that at 
least SO men were killed 
The minutes the building collapsed a 


policeman of the Mercer street station 
i an to a telephone and called for all the 
ambulances that couia -be spared from 
I lie New lork and St. Vincent's hoaplt- 
nlR. me.

Chlcago. Aug. 8.—A letter from Miss 
Frances C. Bliss, a mlsslonau to China, 
has Just been received In this city by 
CM 193 M. G. Burdette, secretary of 
the 


Baptist home mission here. Miss Bliss 
was fleeing from China at the time she 
/wrote the letter, which Is dated "On a 
houseboat, between Chlng-Glng und Ich- 
ang." 
The writer expresses deep sor»ow tnAt 


her work In China Is ended before scarce^ 
Jy begun, and says that she «nd the par- 
ty she Is with, Mr. Upcraft and seven 
-otheio. would stay In China were it hot 
simply Inviting their owu death to do so. 
The letter confluiis reports of riots In 


Chln-Tu, t>Pd says that In Ktatung on 
June 5, and In other places, all houses 
belonging to missions were destroyed. 


The Upcrafts got ni far as Yachow, 


where they pame-ncar receiving violence 
at the hands of a mob and were driven 
hack, having to go under government es- 


•-ine people are utterly without rea- 


son," 
writes Miss Bliss. "Stories of 


missionaries eating babies have been cir- 
culated nnd believed. Our own friends 
•were turned against us In Yachow by 
false talcsT and mobs of yelling China- 
men gathered around our house. We 
were rescued by the military, which 
guarded us until we could get away on a 
boat. When we passed 
Klatung we 


found that everything was destroyed ana 
crowds of hooting men nnd women on the 
land seemed disappointed that we did not 
stop so they could' getjat us: We were 
going to land at Slnfa. "but we met a 
freight boat, the captain of which warn- 
ed us to stay away. a« the feeling there 
was very bitter against forelitiiers, anil 
there might be trouble any minute. Our 
boat was attacked yesterday. Four men 
tried to come on board, and being driven 
back by the m«-n in our party, attempted 
to take the rudder from our boat- They 
were aii.ied with knives and'would have 
•hoon hard to fight had they gotten pn our 
dock.
